Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  an  Annual  Report  for  year  ending  December  31st, 
1893,  of  the  health,  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  in  the  census  of  1891 
(including  the  annexed  portions  of  Sneyd  Green  and  North  Road)  was 
31,999  ; the  calculated  increase,  according  to  the  rate  of  increase  in  the 
deceniT’al  period  1881-91,  would  bring  the  estimated  population  in  the 
middle  of  1893,  to  amount  to  32,935.  The  area  of  the  Borough  is 
2,585  acres. 

'Fhe  Births  in  the  Borough  in  1893  numbered  1,241  (3  more  than 
in  1892);  this  was  equal  to  a mean  birth-rate  of  3y8  per  1,000;  a 
little  below  the  rate  of  1892.  Of  the  total  number:  640  were  males, 
and  601  females. 

The  Deaths  in  1893  amounted  to  704  (47  less  than  in  1892)  ; this 
represented  a mean  rate  of  mortality  of  21*3  per  1,000,  (this  was  less 
than  the  death-rate  of  1892,  which  was  23’o  per  1,000).  Of  these 
deaths  : 370  were  males,  and  334  females  ; and  81,  or  ii'5  per  cent,  of 
the  whole,  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age.

'The  average  Birth  rate  for  above  group  of  eighteen  years  was  40*2, 
and  the  Death  rate  22*8  per  1000. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1893  was  under  the  average  of  the  above  eight- 
teen  years,  and  the  Death  rate  also  below  the  same  average  ; the  highest 
Birth  rate  of  any  month  of  1893  was  in  May,  and  the  highest  Death 
rate  in  January. 


Amongst  deaths  from  Zymotic  causes  in  1893,  were,  37  from  measles, 
18  scarlatina,  6 croup,  5 whooping  cough,  4 various  forms  of  fever,  2 
puerperal  Fever,  4 influenza,  56  diarrhoea,  i acute  rheumatism. 

Amongst  diseases  from  constitutional  origin,  were,  20  deaths  from 
cancer,  3 mortification,  43  marasmus,  33  phthisis,  5 hydrocephalus. 


The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  diseases  in  1893 
amounted  to  120,  scarlatina  causing  18  deaths,  various  forms  of  Fever 
4,  Measles  37,  Whooping  cough  5,  Diarrhoea  56. 
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The  Zymotic  death  rate  in  1893  was  3 '6  per  1000  of  the  total 
estimated  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year.  This  was  higher  than 
in  1892,  when  the  rate  was  2*6  per  1000.  In  1891,  it  was  3*4  per  1000  ; 
in  1890,  3'i  ; in  1889,  3*4;  in  1888  (when  measles  was  so  prevalent), 
12*2  ; in  1887,  2*06;  in  1886,  3^2;  in  1885,  5‘o8  ; in  1884,  3*0;  in 
1^83,  3*5  ; in  1882,  5*0  ; in  1881,  37  ; in  1880,  5’!  ; in  1879,  1.6. 

In  1893,  the  Zymotic  death  rate  from  principal  Zymotic  diseases 
in  33  large  towns  was  3*2  per  1000. 

The  general  death  rate  in  1893,  in  33  towns  was  21 ‘6  per  1000,  in 
London,  21 '3.  The  Birth  rate  in  33  towns,  31*9  per  1000,  in  London, 
31*0  per  1000. 

The  deaths  in  infants  under  5 years  of  age  in  Burslem  in  1893, 
numbered  358.  This  was  equal  to  50  per  cent  of  the  whole,  or  a 
mortality  of  io'8  per  1000  of  the  population  at  all  ages.  In  1892,  it 
was  48^2  per  cent.  In  1891,  49  per  cent.  In  1890,  48*4.  In  1889, 
53'4.  In  1888,  56'9.  In  1887,  48'o.  In  1886,  5o’2.  In  1885,  53’i. 
In  1884,  47 'o,  and  in  1883,  51*2  per  cent  of  the  whole  number. 

Amongst  local  diseases,  were  13  deaths  from  apoplexy,  7 paralysis, 
49  convulsions,  (in  infants  under  5 years),  18  diseases  of  brain,  28 
diseases  of  heart,  154  diseases  of  respiratory  organs,  41  digestive  organs, 
20  of  urinary  organs. 

Amongst  developmental  diseases,  were  13  cases  of  premature  birth, 
3 malformations,  13  teething,  5 childbirth,  28  old  age,  (average  78  years), 
atrophy  and  debility  32. 

Amongst  deaths  due  to  violence,  were  6 from  fractures  and  contu- 
sions, I burns,  5 by  drowning,  4 suicide,  (2  by  hanging,  i by  poison,  i 
cut  throat). 

In  two  cases  the  causes  of  death  were  ill-defined. 

Measles  was  the  most  prevalent  epidemic  disease  during  1893. 
Scarlatina  also  prevailed  pretty  widely.  Whooping  cough  was  less  fre- 
quent than  the  average,  as  also  typhoid  fever.  Diarrhoea  was  more 
common  than  in  1892. 

During  1893  many  sanitary  improvements  have  been  affected  in 
various  parts  of  the  Borough  ; chief  among  the  improvements  in  public 
thorough-fares  have  been  the  widening  of  the  south-western  corner  of 
St.  John’s  Square,  the  demolition  of  old  houses,  and  widening  of  High 
Street,  pulling  down  and  re-building  of  old  dwellings  in  St  Paul’s  Street. 

The  separate  system  of  sewerage  for  the  surface  water  has  been 
considerably  extended  during  the  year. 


'J'he  Brownhills  interce})ting  sewer,  to  take  the  sewerage  from  the 
northern  part  of  the  Borough,  is  in  course  of  construction. 


The  removal  of  night  soil  and  ashes  has  been  much  more  efficient- 
ly done  during  the  year  by  the  teams  of  the  Corporation  than  by  the 
former  contract  system.  A large  portion  of  the  night-soil  has  been  taken 
to  the  destructor,  and  there  burned  with  the  house-refuse,  the  remain- 
der distributed  on  farm  land ; none  is  now  pumped  on  the  Farm  from 
the  tanks. 

The  paving  of  back  passages  between  rows  of  dwelling-houses  has 
been  carried  out  in  many  cases  during  the  year,  and  is  being  steadily 
pushed  forward  in  the  Borough. 

The  Sneyd  Green  and  North  Road  districts  lately  annexed  to  the 
Borough,  have  been  much  improved  as  regards  roads,  foot-paths  and 
lighting. 

The  old  cess-pools  in  the  Borough  continue  to  require  much  super- 
vision on  the  part  of  your  Inspector;  T02  Ducketts’  closets  have  been 
fixed  during  the  year,  to  replace  dilapidated  privies,  and  41  have  been 
fitted  to  houses,  where  the  night-soil  previously  had  to  be  emptied 
through  the  dwellings.  There  are  still  seventy-five  dwellings  in  the 
Borough  where  the  most  objectionable  practice  of  carrying  the  night- 
soil  through  them  has  to  be  carried  out. ; these  will  gradually  be  altered 
and  420  Ducketts’  closets  are  now  fixed  in  the  Borough,  and  with 
proper  supervision  work  satisfactorily. 


Water  supply  has  been  good  in  quantity  during  the  year.  Some 
complaints  of  vegetable  growths  in  the  water  were  made  during  the 
Summer. 

Overcrowding  of  dwellings  was  found  in  seven  cases,  and  steps 
taken  for  remedying  the  same.  No  legal  prosecution  was  found  to  be 
necessary. 

The  Slaughter  houses  in  the  Borough,  tc  the  number  of  twenty- 
four,  have  been  inspected  at  various  times  during  the  year,  and  found 
to  be  kept  generally,  in  a satisfactory  state. 

The  Cowsheds,  Milk  shops,  and  Dairies,  numbering  eighty-five, 
have  been  inspected  during  the  5'ear,  and  some  irregularities  made  good. 


Canal  Boats,  numbering  fifty-one,  have  been  visited  during  the  year 
and  some  contraventions  of  the  Act  remedied. 
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As  regards  removal  of  Nuisances  during  the  year,  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  reports  as  follows; —

Bakehouses,  numbering  sixty-two,  have  been  visited  during  the 
year,  and  found  to  be  kept  as  a rule  in  good  condition,  several  are  in 
bad  situations,  and  difficult  to  keep  in  good  condition. 

Inspections  have  also  been  made  of  the  workshops  in  the  Borough 
under  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act.  Closet  accommodation  has 
been  found  bad  in  some  cases,  and  it  is  being  remedied. 

The  Haywood  Hospital,  (now  containing  31  Beds)  has  continued 
to  benefit  the  poorer  classes  of  the  Borough  during  the  year.

The  construction  of  the  Public  Baths  is  being  pushed  on 
satisfactorily,  and  the  Public  Park  is  also  approaching  completion. 

In  September,  a seizure  was  made  of  meat  unfit  for  human  food, 
and  on  prosecution,  a substantial  fine  was  imposed. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  has  continued  to  be  of 
great  service  by  enabling  us  to  isolate  such  cases  in  an  early  stage.

Forty-eight  of  these  cases  were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Bradwell.  It’s  value  was  well  shewn  in  the  case  of  small  pox,  which  was 
at  once  taken  there  and  no  further  case  occured  in  the  Borough.  There 
is  less  prejudice  than  formerly,  against  the  removal  ot  patients  and  more 
have  been  taken  thither  in  1893  than  in  previous  years. 

The  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough  have  been  regularly 
inspected  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  kept  in  good  order.
